Certain deHgning pcraons have started 
mmor to the effect that Got. J. C. W. 
Beckham had Inteatiatialiy alighted the 
Right Rev. Bishop McCloakey by ignor- 
ing an ttivitation to attend his jubilee 
banquet ami the preceding ceremonies at 
the C«tlic<lral of the Asi-umptiou last 
October. This is a delit>erate falsehood, 
and the person who started this rumor 
knew it to be untrue, but he was a politi 
cal partisan opposed to Gov. Beckham's 
nnominatioii as a Gnbtroatorial candi- 
date. 

The fteti are these: Last October onr 
Right Rev. Bishop celebrated his golden 
sacerdotal jnbilee, or the fiftieth anai* 
Tersary of bia ordination to the priest- 

hno<l. The men of the diocese lent their 
aid, their'time and nionej- toward mak- 
ing this jubilee a success, I'or more 
than six weeks before the appointed time 
the clergy and the laity were holding 
meetings every week and separate oom- 
mitteaa wet* meeting every night. 
Michael J. Dnffy was Chairman of the 
General Committee, and upon him 
devolved the reaponsibility of appointing 
the Chairmen of the varions sub-com- 
niillecs. One of the most important of 
these Chairmanships was that of the 
Committee on Invitations. To this im- 
portant position Mr. Duffy, after careful 
deliberation, appointed City Assessor 
Daniel F. Murphy. Mr. Murphy is noted 
for his ability to do the right thing at the 
right time, and he filled the Chairman- 
ship of the Committee on Invitations

Among others, Mr. Murphy invited to 
attend the ceremonies at the Cathedral 
and subsequent banquet at the Louisville 
Hotel, His Bzcellency, Gov. Beckham. 
Gov. Beckham acknowledged the re- 
ceipt of the letter and expected to be 
present, but another matter came up that 
precluded his attendance and be notified 
Mr. Murphy of tliis fact in A cowans 

Mr. Mwpby was visited this week by a 
rsy saa u tative of the Kentucky Irish 
American and asked if it were true, as 
waa being circulated, that Gov. Beckham 
had ignored the invitatiou to attend the 
banquet given in honor of the Bishop. 

"Nothing could be further from the 
tmth." said Mr. Mnrphy. "As Cbair- 
maii of the committee I invited him aa I 
lavlled ethera. Gov. Beckham accepted 
the invitation both for himself and for 
Us wife. His letter was kind and conrte- 
ons and ezpraased great appreciation of 
the invitation to attend such a noteworthy 
event. I am sure thai he had every in- 
tention of being present, but matters of a 
character that could not be foreseen arose 
and he was compelled to absent himself. 
I am sure he bad no intention of slight- 
ing the Bishop, itaor of affronting the 
CathoUcs of this dfoeesc." 

Gov. Beckham then wrote another 
oowrteona letter to Chairman Murphy 
explaiaing hii inability to attend and the 
inddent was explained and understood 
by tho.se present and by the >;reat mass of 
Catholics in Louisville and entire diocese. 

Both Mr. Dufly ^ind Mr. Murjiliy were 
highly incensed when they learned that 
auch alanderotts reports were being circu- 
lated. The various members of the gen- 
eral committee and sub-committees are 
also incensed that the name of tliahop 
M c Cto akey has been drawn into politica 
and do not heaitate to express their dis- 
approval of the tactlca of the opponents 
of Gov. Beckham. 

Here in Louisville the facts were 
well known and here Gov. Beckham 
needs no defense. In the rural districts 
it is different. There are certain large 
communities in Kentucky, where the 
population is almost entirely Catholic. It 
ia in those conunnniUes that the in^ions 
and dcii ip i ing politician ia circulating 
fh«w false repocta. It is for thwe oom- 
mnaitica that the Kentucky Irish Ameri- 
can haa taken the trouble to get an 
expression of the facts in the case from 
Mr. Murphy. 

Gov. Beckham has at nil times proven 
himself an able and broad minded gen- 
tleman. Since his advent into the Gul>er- 
natorial chair he has distributed the 
offices to the people he thought best 
fitted to fill them, regardless of creed or 
nationality. Among his many appoiat- 
meata was tliat of Judge Matt O'Doherty 
to a place on the iMUCh in the Jefferson 
drcnit Court Mr. O'Doherty is an 
Irish-American and a Catholic. More- 
over be is the first of his race and creed 
to be seated on the Circuit bench in 
Louisville either by appointment of the 
Governor or election of the people. 
This alone should show that Gov. Beck- 
ham is not antagonistic to Catholics. He 
is far above any such petty bigotry, and 
right miuded people wtl! not hesitate to 
denounce the slanders that are being 
circulated agaiaat him. 



Answered by John M. Nehan, 
a Wall Known Louiavlila 
Qontraotor. 



John M. Nehan, one of the best and 
moat Tavorably known Irish-Americana in 

the city, died at his residence, 243d West 
Chcstiuit street, last Friday afternoon. 
He had been ill for more than two weeks 
and his death was not unexpected. Mr. 
Nehan hail t>een a remarkably healthy 
man all his life until he was attacked 
several weeks ago by bronchial pneu- 
monia. Bven hia vigorous constitution 
could not stand the ravages of thia dread 
disease and he snccumbed slowly but 
manfully, realising hia ooodition and 
fortified by the last sacraments. 

Mr. Nehan was born in County Cork, 
Ireland, more than sixty years ago. He 
csme to America when (jiute a young 
man and was eng.iged as a cotton planter 
near New Orleans. When the civil war 
broke out be cast his die on the side of 
the Confederates and served as a valiant 
soldier during the war. Soon after he 
moved to I/OuiBvillc. Mr. Mehan was a 
thrifty and duewd busineaa man. He 
became a contractor and was engaged in 
a partnership with Richard Bannon. 
After the latter's death Mr. Nehan car- 
ried on the contractinj,' business in his 
own name, but several years ago gave it 
up to devote his entire time to his real 
estate interests. He niarrie<l Miss Lizzie 
Unooln in 1868 and she with fi«e chil- 
dren anrvive him. The sons are James 
L., Dennis J. and Harry Nehan. The 
daivhters arc Mra. William H. Thomaa 
and Mra. R. H. Meredith. Mr. Nehan 
also leavea one alalart Mra. Thomaa M. 
Golden. 

The funeral took place from St, Charles' 
church at !• I 'l o'clock Monday morning. 
Rev, Father Charles 1', RafTo celebrated 
solemn high mass of requiem. He was 
assisted by the Rev Father Dominic F. 
Crane and the Rev. Father P. M. J. Rock. 
The interment was in St. Louia cemetery.

Has Decided to Leave the 
Louisville Paclcing 
Company. 



Jobu Moran liaa rcaigned aa Superin- 
tendent of the Itooisville Paddng Com- 
pany and it ia likely that he will he at the 
head of a new company to be stsrted In 

this city. His resignation will take effect 
May 1. Mr. Moran is one of the best 
known packing-house men in the country 
and has for years bten closely associated 
with John Cuilahy. 

Mr. Moran learned the packing busi- 
ness in Ireland and before he waa twenty 
yean old came to America and aecured a 
place in the Chicago stockyarda. Hia 
energy -and ability soon broiqiht him into 
notice and hia promotion waa rapid. In 
1877 he started in business for himself, 
with J. T. Realv as a partner. They 
made money rapidly uhtil the panic of 
1H93, when the tirin failed, leaving Mr. 
Moran several thousand dollars in debt. 
However, he secured lucrative employ- 
ment with other packing houses and soon 
paid off every dollar of bis indebtedness. 
In 189S he removed to Louiaville, where 
he waa made Superiatcadent of the Louia- 
vine Fating County. Tluough hia fore- 
sight and intelligence he caused this city 
to take rank as a leading pork packing 
center. 

In speaking of his change Mr. Moran 
said: "I will not leave Louisville, but I 
have found what I believe to be a better 
opening."

This i* the second and last week of 
the miiision <t St. Louis Bertrand's 
church. The success haa been not only 
beyond expectation, but wonderful. The 
miaaion waa given by tha R«v. Fathcn 
Cahill, Hiuch and O'Connor, O. P., of 
St. Vin«Mt Femr'a Convent, New York 
City. These Dominiciins ar.* all orators 
and have drawn the people to them and 
to the church by the force of tl'eir elo- 
quence. Truly it has been a time nf 
grace to the people of the St. Louis Ber- 
trand's congregation and very few failed 
to take advantage of it. 

The mission opened at the late maaa on 
Baatar Sunday and will dose tomorrow 
evening. Tha first waCk wafe tor wooen 
and the second for men. The children's 
mission was given during three days of 
the present week. Both men and women 
were allowed to attend the morning serv- 
ices each week. No services are held 
on Saturday nights, as the priests de- 
vote their entire daw to hiring eon- 
fessions. ^ 

St. Louis Bertrand's chnreh is one of 
tbe laigaat and ia conaidared by many the 
haadamneat dinrch ia the dty. It ia in- 
deed a beautiful edifice and insplns the 
visitor with religions fervor, even if no 
religious ceremonies are in progress. The 
marble alt<irs, the grotto of I,ourdes, the 
magnificent crucifix and the various 
statues all remind us that God made us 
and that Him alone we must serve. There 
is nothing gaudy about the decorations, 
yet jpiQ^iing has • cheerful and bright 
appeannce. Now add to thia tha do- 
quanos of a Demiaksn, dad in white 
caaaodt and Uaek doak, aad there is no 
man who haa a apark of fdth who will 
resist his entreaties to make hia pasoe 
with the God who made him. 

It is not strange that many women vis* 
ited the church and took part in tbe 
devotions liuting the mission, but it is 
wonderful to many that so many men 
attended night after night and morning 
after morning. The first maaa each week 
day began at 6 o'dock aad waa fdlowed 
by a abort iaatructloa. Tha catira aarvioe 
waa over at 6:40 o'dock. Between 1,000 
and l.aOO men attended thia maaa. At 
8 o'clock there was another maas, fol- 
lowed b5' a sermon. At this ma.<ts proba- 
bly not more than 'J(K) men were present, 
men whose business did not call them to 
be on duty until 9 o'clock or later, and 
others who worked all night but who 
aacrificed a few hours of sleep for the 
heacfit of their aoala. 

One geadamaa, a Catholic, too, l>y the 
way, yfko receatly rem oved to Louisville 
from a point out in the State, said to a 
representative of the Kentucky Irish 
American: 

"These are the greatest church-going 
people I have ever seen. I thought I 
was a pretty good Catholic, but these 
people beat me. I went to church last 
night, heard a good aermon and went to 
bed h^^, hot I could not sleep. It wss 
tramp, tramp, tramp past tlw house nntil 
after lO'M o'dodi, ame gdag home 
from confession. Before 5 o'clock this 
morning the tramp, tramp began again 
and I Just had to get up in self-defeose 
and go to church. I'm going to make 
that mission." 

Thus it is that the devotion and ex- 
ample of a few will lead many to follow 
in their footateps. At least 1,400 men 
attended the aervioea at night. After the 
sermon tomorrow night the Papal bene-

5HUT OUT PARTiSANISM. 

Mayor Grainger reccomends that 
the Coandl again approve end sub- 
mit to the people in November 
the proposition to issue bonds to 
build sewers. The proposition 
ftdlcd laat November, not receiving 
the necessary two-thirds vote, be- 
cause of too much partisan political 
wrangling, in which the bond ques- 
tion was improperly involved. 
Mayor Grainger rightly urges that 
the matter be kept clear of party 
politics, but be considered, dis- 
cussed and decided on its merits by 
all the people as a domestic busi- 
ness question in which Louisville 
alone is concerned. Whatever may 
be aaid pro or con on the bond 
question, the letter of Mayor 
Grainger is sensible and business- 
like. dev<M of partiaanism, as be- 
comes the chief executive of all the 
people regardless of politics. 

City afiairs are the people's home 
business, directly affecting them in 
their daily living and avocations, 
and, as the Mayor suggests, should 
be entirely eliminated from party 
politics. Untir our municipal af- 
fairs are kept aloof from party pol- 
itics, our people understand that 
their home interests are in no way 
oonnected with Democnto or Re 
pnblicans, that the personal and 
private interests of all citizens of 
every party are directly involved, 
and that they must decide and 
manage those matters as citizens 
instead of as politicians, just as one 
does bis household affairs, Louis 
vUle win make but Uttle real prog 
ress. 

Party politics in local affairs is a 
curse, a cloak for inefficiency and 
rottenness, the bane of our Ameri 
can dtias. 

<«ReBBLLION OPTHB BBA5T." 

Under this sensational title and 
with the Burdick-Pennell tragedy 
as a text, one of our local ministers 
laat Sunday delivered a sermon on 
immofality, a disgusting libel on 
all humanity. Among other things 
he said: 

"Continental Bnrope bu always been 
mot* looM in lU moral life than America 
In its first bnndnd yean of national 
exittenoo; and with the coming of 
25,000,000 Continental Boropauu to 
America in the last 'ball OMitaiy, tbe 
tendency to looseneaa and mocal eocrnp- 
tion has been greatly accelerated. The 
outcome is tbe rebellion of the l)ea.it in 
the society life of America. As illustra- 
tion*, Uke the Burdlck-Peunell case at 
Buffalo. Thoae who have followed the 
T^.. ttaronghont have t>een astoniahed to 
find bow many famiUe* It involved. 
Pcnacll was nntme to bla wife In hia 
amour with Mrs. Bnrdick. Bnrdlck, in 
turn, bad been tbe cause of a divorce 
between a lira. Warren and herbMband. 
Here are three famlUe^ dlrecUy Impli- 
cateii in thU foul cate, all of the aame 
Bocial set. Newport society has been for 



ia known to be very large. All this indi- 
cates a moral rottenness in the tociety 
life of America comparatively unknown 
a hundred, or even fifty years ago." 

That human nature is prone to 

evil we all know, but the world is 

not so bad as sensatkmalists or 

extreme moralists would paint it, 
and beastly immorality is not the 
rule, nor general, in Continental 
Europe nor in America, even in 
these days of moral depravity, 
being confined to a limited class in 
all races, countriea and conditions 
of life. Humanity is not so de- 
graded as the reverend gentleman 
pictures it. He not only exagger- 
ates, but he ignores justice and 
trenches upon truth. Horrible as 
are the details in the Burdick- 
Pennell tragedy, justice to the dead 
and living requires that only the 
established truth be asserted as 
true. The most rigid investigation 
has failed to establish tbe allega- 
tions of immorality against anyone 
involved; it has not been positively 
>roven that Burdick was murdered, 
though all circumstances indicate 
it; Bnrdkdc charged his wife with 
infidelity, but it has not been 
proven; Peunell's connection with 
the case is accounted for as friend 
and legal adviier. and none of the 
allegations of immoral relations 
with Mrs. Bnrdick by others are 
proven. But if all these charges 
were true, why are the "25,000,000 
Continental F.nropeans" who came 
to "America in the last half cen- 
tury" besmirched? None of the 
parties connected with the Burdick- 
Pennell tragedy were "Continental 
Europeans" nor their descendants. 
All trace their lineage through 
generations of American-born an- 
cestry to Great Britain — not Con 
tinental Kurope. 

Nor has the coming of 25,000, 
000 Continental Europeans to 
America either introduced or accel- 
erated "looseness or moral corrup 
tion." These immigrants, gener 
ally poor and deficient in education, 
but virtuous, vigorous, honest and 
industrious, braved hardships and 
privations, developed, built up and 
made this country and nation what 
it is, the leader in morals, respect 
for law and order, as well as prog 
ress in industry, oommeroe, wealth 
and power for pood — not evil tad 
corruption— in the world's history. 
Whatever their faults, beastly im- 
morality is not one of them. Their 
one characteristic above all others 
is their morality, their respect for 
virtue, regard foT the marital tie. 
Rare indeed is it that Continental 
Europeans in this country have 
been involved in immoral scandals 
or party to divorce suits; nor are 
such cases prevalent in portions of 
the country where the "Conti- 
nental Btuopeans" predominate, 
nor in the dass of population in 
which they may be said to exer- 
cise influence. Even in the slums 
of our cities, amid environments of 
vice, pinched by poverty. Strug* 
gling against advenity, the "Con- 
tinental Europeans" are tbe moral 
people, living virtuously, rearing 
thdr diildren to respect law and 
decency, to live honestly, though 
poorly, by industry. This is true 
of the "Continental Europeans" in 
America today, as it is of them in 
the past. 

Beyond certain elements of our 
people, in certain sections of this 
country, and in England — which 
the reverend gentleman adroitly 
exempts— beastly immorality and 
scandalous divorces an not so 
alarmingly prevalent and menacing 
to the public peace and safety as 
he would have tbe people believe. 

"YeUow journalism" is bad 
enough, but exaggeration and un- 



ing a minister of the gospel. There 
is, as there ever has been and ever 
will be, depravity in humanity; 
there is, as there ever has been and 
ever will be, purity, love and good 
in humanity. It is human to err, 
but inhuman to descend to moral 
depravity, and we hold that it is 
the exception, not the rule, for hu- 
manity to become morally depraved. 
The very existence of the family 
tie, peaceful respect for the rights 
of person and property, of law and 
government, prove the fact that 
the vast majority of the human 
race an not morally degraded in 
Continental Europe, among Con- 
tinental Europeans in this country, 
nor anywhcn dse in the dviliaed 
world. 

PUNISH THE QUILTY. 

The devdopments of the investi- 
gation at Lakeland Asylum cause 
indignation throughout tbe State, 
but they are no surprise to ob- 
servers of the conduct of afiairs at 
our public institutions. The peo- 
ple are simply being given an ink- 
ling of what residents of Anchorage 
have known and complained of for 
several years. The matter should 
be pushed to a conclusion, tbe 
guilty punished and the inefficient 
dismissed from office. The source 
of the evil is that all, from the em- 
ployes to the highest officials of 
such institutions, an appointed to 
and hold their places as a reward of 
politics and a political pull, rather 
than Ion their fitness and merit. 
Gov. Bedcham has the opportunity 
of a lifetime to make a coup by a 
sweeping dismissal of officials and 
employes at Lakeland, regardless 
<tf thchr party service and the 
political influence behind jhem. 

Time shattera idols. Oambetta, 

who essaysd the role of a Danton 
and sought to be Dictator of France 
on the downfall of Napoleon IIL, 
and was said to have committed 
suicide because of sorrow over the 
German conquest of France, it now 
develops was murdered by a woman 
he had wrmiged. OambetU was 
really a great man, but perverted 
ambition led him to plot the over 
throw of the empire, discard re 
ligion and morals, cater to and 
seek the aid of the vicious and 
degraded, with the only logical 
result— the defeat and humiliation 
of his country and his own tragic 
end. Gamhetta was prominent in 
sowing tbe seed of infidelity and 
immorality that has caused so much 
of misfortune and shame to f ranee 
in the past forty years and is reach 
ing its culmination in proscription 
and desecration of all that is sacred 
today, and may yet, if history re- 
peats itself, wind up in an en of 
carnage and blood.

Freeh Air and Wholeaome Food

Life. 



WHERE THEY ARE LOCATED 



It is now mid spring and hillsides and 
valleys are putting on their ooitnnws of 
bright green. The bird is sin|iac tO his 
mate and the young lamb is Itkking on 
tha lawn. Sona of ns may have no 
poetry in our souls, but we have that love 
of nature that is akin to poetry. What a 
relief it is to the busy man, be he mer- 
chant, mechanic, manufacturer or 
l.aborerr, to get away from his work at 
least once a week ami walk abroad amid 
the growing crops and sunlit trees. Not 
every one can do this, but here in Louis- 
ville, where the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners haa provided sadi an admirable 
system of baantifnl parka, than are very 
few who can not gratify thdr wishes in 
t^ respect. Besides the public parks 
sustained by the taxation of the people, 
wLere one can go and enjoy the fresb 
air, that sweet, pure, fresh air without 
which no creature can live, and feast bis 
eye on the beauties of nature, private in- 
dividuals have fitted up fund beautified 
parks adjacent to the public parks where 
the appetite of the inner man can be satis- 
fied. Some poet years ago sang: 
"We can live without maddne, 
Live without books; 
But wlian is tha man 
Who can Uve without cooks?" 
In the aztiame ssslsni section of the 
dty we have the beautiful Cherokee 
Park, with its more than 200 acres of 
bills and dales, springs of fresb, pure 
water and babbling brooks. It has been 
pronounced by many competent to judge 
the most beautiful natural park in the 
United States. As in the other public 
parks, admirable winding roadways have 
been built, swings and see-saws erected 
for the little ones. Here the redbirds and 
the blnejays abound and rabUta acamper 
across the grass and sqidrrds play la the 
trees. 

South of the dty we have the big 
wooded hill called Jacob's Park. Those 
who love to climb can have their ambi- 
tions fully gratified there and upon at- 
taining the summit can cast their eyes 
toward the north and behold the city, 
eight miles away. They can see the black 
pall of smoke that hangs over the town 
and thank God that they have gotten out 
of Its dense, heavy atmosphofa. even if 
only for a brief spall. 

On the west we have anothar beautiful 
park, Shawnee, whidi if mora artificial 
than the others is hardly less beautiful. 
Within a few weeks now Shawnee Park 
will be a veritable (lower garden. The 
ground is high and dry and one can walk 
to the extreme western portion of it and 
get an entrandng view of the Ohio river 
as it winds Its way toward the south. It 
is an azcellant thing to take the tired 
wife and mother and tha Uttla ones who 
have been doedy housed during tlie win- 
ter to one of theee placea for fresh air and 
recreation. If one can not afford his own 
conveyance street cars aflord tiandt to 
each and all of these parks. 

And now as to the private parks. Their 
owners have spent thousands of dollars 
annually in making them attractive to 
the eye, in aecuring music to please the 
ear and building dining-rooms and kitch 
ens where tha best of refreshmenu can be 
had every day during the spring and 
summer months. 

Just at present there Is s movement,pn 
foot to curtail, if not altogether d'-stroy, 
the advantages and usefulness ot these 
institutions. Why? Because it is claimed 
people go to these resorts and drink until 
they become intoxicated. There may l>e 
some isolated cases of this kind, but they 
are very few. There are many more who 
take bottlea of wblaky with them to the 
public parks and drink. When they 
have become suffidently intoxicated they 
return to the dty end the private parks 
an unjustly blamsd as tha cause of thdr 
oondidon. 

The best of order is maintained in these 
private places of amusement. Every one 
of tbem has a corps of p>olice on hand, 
whoee duty it is to eject intoxicated or 
boisterous persons. The owners of these 
places take pride in maintaining the 
reputation of thdr p ro p ai ty , and why 
should they not? It advartisss them when 
the public knows tliat tliia or tliat park is 
well kept and puts aoeay in tlw owners' 
pockets. 

Louisville's elegant system of private 
an<l public parks has proven quite an 
attraction for visitors from Cincinnati, 
Hvaosville, Indianapolia and even St. 
Louis and Chicago. Destroy our private 
parks and you destroy a thriving indus- 
try. People want to go somewhere where 
they can get something wholesome to eat 
and drink, and theee private parks meet 
this rcquirfanant One can not live on 
scenery a l o na . 

Fountain Pany Park tws long enjoyed 
an enviable reputation as one of the 
greatest of Louisville's private parks 
Tony Landenwich, the proprietor, has 
had this property many years. He bought 
it when it was a mere field. He set out 
young trees that have now grown to 
maturity. He has laid out walks which 
are recovered with fresh tanbark each 
spring. Elis dining-room is a thing of 
beauty, well lighted and ventUatad, while 
the dandng hall above it has no anperior 
in the dty. The kitchen ia large and 
airy and the cuisine above reproach. Mr, 
Landenwich owns fifty acres of ground 



in and about the park and is able to raise 
nearly dl his own fresh vegetable. This 
year the trees have been whitewashed to 
apdntdght fad above the grpnnd and 
the buildings and pavilions hav* all been 
newly painted. Tlw summer ssaaon will 
open at Fountain Ferry Park on May 3. 
From that time on a string orcfakstra will 
furnish music iti the dining room from 
5 to H:'M) o'clock each evening. After 
that hour the music will be in the park. 
On Sundaya two concerts will be given, 
one in the afternoon and one at night. 
Dandng parties will be entertained up- 
stairs aa formerly. Ponies will be on 
hand for the childrea toridc and also 
merry -go^ounds, monkeys, strange birds, 
etc., that ddight the little ones. This 
year POuBtain Perry Park will have the 
benefit of the new street-car transfer sys- 
tem and will doubtless prove more at- 
tractive than ever. Under no circum- 
stances will improper characters be per- 
mitted to enter the paik at any time. 

Summers' Park is at the foot of Jacob's 
Park and lies between the grand boule- 
vard and the street car line. It enjoys 
growing and wdl merited popularity. 
The Messrs. Sununans have sd out several 
hundreds of new trsss tlds season, 
which will greatly add to the beauty of the 
park. Besides there are refreshment 
stands aud a big pavilion, where excel- 
lent music is rendered every night, with 
two concerts on Sunday. The best of 
order is maintained at all times. After 
the long ride from the dusty city it is a 
treat to sit in Summers' Park and enjoy 
the music while refreshing the inner man 
with the good things to eat and drink. 
It is intandad to open tha park for the 
ison on tha first Sunday in May, by 
which time the treee will be in full leaf. 
Looking upward from the park one en- 
joys a delightful view of the woo<l-covere<l 
hillside of Jacob Park. Street cars run 
right to the park gates every half-hour. 
In the near future a faster line will be 
put on aud on Sundays it is probable that 
the cars will run at intervals of every five 
minntee. The Louisville Rdlway Com- 
pany has recently made f70,000 worth of 
improvements on its track in this vidnity 
and expects to rediw something on its 
investment this year. In addition to the 
other attractions the Messrs. Summers 
have arranged to have a high-class vaude- 
ville entertainment in their amphitheater 
in the center of the park every evening 
during the summer. 

Riverview Park, like Fountain Ferry, 
is situated on the banks of the Ohio 
river, but a mile and a hdf to the south. 
The street cars via West Walnut street 
carry patrons right to the gate. Since 
Col. Lum Simons has purchased this 
place he has beautified it greatly. In 
addition to the trees already on the place 
he has set out many new ones. The 
dancing pavilion overlooks the river and 
around it are capacious benches where 
those who do not care to dance can sit 
and listen to the music and watch the 
dancers. This year the buildings, pavil- 
ions and even the lamp posts have been 
pdnted green and stripsd with orange. 
Mr. Simons also has a fine kitchen and 
dining room on the fdaee and mdntdna 
his own reddence in the park, which 
should be a sufSdent guarantee that no 
improper characters will be allowed to 
enter this popular resort. Riverview is 
an excellent place for private picnics and 
dances and is much frequented by Sun- 
day-school gatherings and church pic- 
nics. Mo more beautiful spot can be 
found anywhere about the dty, com 
manding aa it does sn eacdlent view of 
the river and the Indiana knobs. 

Casper Hammer's PMk is dttuted at 
the foot of Jacob's Park and to the right 
of the street-car track as one travels 
south. It is eight miles from the Court 
House and is quite a long and enjoyable 
ride. By the new transfer system one 
can ride from Crescent Hill, Parkland, 
Portland and Germantown dear around 
the dty and thence to Csaper Hammer's 
Park for one fare. The iwik haa many 
natural advantages and is fitted out with 
pretty pavilions, tanbark walks, dining 
rooms, refreshment tables and a small 
menagerie. There are also swings and 
other things to amuse the children. As 
usual Mr. Ilaninier will have a first-class 
orchestra to render both popular and 
classic music during the evenings. It is 
a delightful place to enjoy a good meal 
after a hmg rida from the dty. Mr. 
Hammer haa made maiv improvements 
this year and will have aaoore of compe- 
tent and agile waiters on hand at all 
times to cater to the wishes of his patrons. 
He will have a concert in the park each 
evcniu); during the week and on Sundays 
one (1 iriii^; the afternoon and evening. 
He will also m.tintaiii a corps of private 
police to ]>reveiit improper dMIBCters 
from entering the park. 

Phoenix Hill Park is dtusted on an 
eminence in the highest part of the dty. 
Prom its grand esplansda one enjoys a 
view of the wliola dtj aa it stiatches 
away to all points of the compass. The 
Bast Walnut street cars run past the 
gates. The Crescent Hill cars and East 
Broadway cars pass within o block of 
Phfjenix Hill Park. It is fitted up with a 
magnificent and commodious dancing 
hall, dining rooms, kitchen, refreshment 
stands, etc. It ia admirably adapted for 
church and Sunday achod pi cn ics, and 
iu patrons have the use of the kitdien, 
dining room, utendla. dishes^ napery, 
glassware, etc. The park is wdl kept 
and the dr at that altitude is pure and 
enjoyable. The bowling alleys are equal 
to any in the city and are in constant use 
at each and every picnic. Phcenix Hill 
Park has been engaged for many picnics 
this season aud only a few dates remain 
open. Among the many big entertain- 
ments that will occur there during the 
coming aeaaon will be the picnic to be 
given by the twenty-one bsiadies of the
